One word of caution should be- 
addressed to the Canadian peo- 
ple at the outset of the war. 
There iscems to be Jsome disposit- | 
ion to underrate the magnitude 
of the conflict ande of the exer- 
tions which ,it will impose upon 
the people of this Empire. 

It is only'fair to give as far as 
possible a true and sobkt account 
of what is impending. Germany 
is a very strong power. Her pop- 
ulation is one-third larBer than 
that of either England or France. 
Her army, which proved its e- 
ficiency in 1866 and 1870, has in 
all the years which have passed 
since then been steadily working 
to improve itself and been re- 
peatedly enlarged. The German 
Mavy is the creation of many 
years, and has had the — special 
care both ofthe emperor and of 
the people. No effort has been 
spared to raise itéto the highest 
pitch of elliciency. The German 
people is united and determined. 

Side by side ,with Germany 
stands Austria-Hungary, with a 
great army of the modern type, 
very different from that which 
was defeated in 1866. Austria 
Hungary has also of late years 
begun to expand’ her navy. 
Against these two,powers are ar 
rayed on the continent the arm- 
ics of France and Russia. That of 
Russia has been much increased 
during the last two years, and is 
beli¢ved to have learned much 
durigg..and since the war .ayainst 
Japan. It was at that time un 
equal in quality to the Japanese 
army,/which had been trained un 
der the auspices of German 
ficers. Now it has to face the 
bulk of «the Austro-Hungmrian 
army and a part of that of Ger 
many. It would be rash to pre 
dict the victory. 

Meanwhile, Germany, in all 
probability, is hurling the bulk 
of her forces against France and 
reinforcing them hy one or more 
Austrian army corps.

'ONE OF..GERMAN COMMUNICA- 


TION LINES CUT, IS BOR 
oe ~DEAUX:REPORT. 
Bordeaux,. Sept. 13.—One 
the dines of communication used 
by the German army is cut. 
They cannot use, the line ‘to . the 
east of the Argonne owing to the 
rapid advance of the allies.on 
the centre and left. 

They therfore must try the 
lines; through the Meuse and Lux- 
embBurg. 

If the Belgians who are now 
operating in full force south of 


‘Antwerp are able to clear south- 


ern Belgium. of the invaders, the 
German forces in attempting to 
communicate with their ‘pmse 
through Namur, Liege and the 
‘Meuse, and across Luxemburg 
will be in danger of inextricable 
disorder. 

The German army in Belgium 
and the German army from the 
,Oise valley will be obliged to 
converge on the:same area, and 
may be obliged to pass through 
the ‘‘neck of the bottle’ in the 
north of France, while being at- 
tacked from all sides. Their rap- 
id retreat shows that the Ger- 
mans were unable to bring up 
their reserves in sufficient num- 
bers. They are retreating much 
more rapidly than they advanc- 
ed, and are leaving behind them 
guns, ammunition, supplies and 
their horses. 

The French commamnder-in-chief 
has addressed the following ord- 
cr of the day to his troops. 

“At the moment when the bat 
tle on which Dur country’s salva- 
tion depends is being fought, it 
is important to recall to all that 
the moment is no longer one in 
which we look behind. 

Every eflurt must be made to 
attack and push back the enemy. 
Troops which can no longer ad- 
Vance must at all costs vuard the 
ground conquered and die on the 
spot rather than retreat.
